COLLEDG of INFANTS, ec. 


HERE 1s a large Houſe at Clerkerwel/, built 
near the Fields, which coſt the ſeveral Parithes 
within this County of Mzddleſex, at leaſt 
5000 Ll. Building, which Houſe 1s by the Ju- 
{tices of the Peace for the County of Mza- 

dleſex, ſet a part for the Reception and Breeding up of 

poor Fatherleſs or Motherleſs Infants, left to the Pariſh care, 
and for the Inſtrufting them 1n Religion and Virtue, aid 
making them Capable of getting an honeſt Livelihood: by 


their Labour.

1. There is a Governour, one of his Majcſties Juſtices of 
the Peace for the County of Middleſex, to whoſe Care the 


{aid Juſtices have committed the General Nurlery. 
A 2 2, There 
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2. There is a Miniſter ge conſtantly in the Place, 
who Reads Prayers twice a day, before Dinner and Supper ; 
he Catechiſes on Sundays, and ſometimes preaches in the 
Afternoon ; he ſees that the Schoolmaſter and all Inferi- 
or Servants do their ſeveral Duties, and that all the Chil- 
dren are well provided for, and inſtructed 1n true Religion 
and Virtue. 

3. There is a Phyſitian, an Apothecary and Chyrurgion, 
who attend weekly, every Thurſday , in their ſeveral ways, 
to take care of, and provide for the Children. 

4. There is an excellent Writing: Maſter to Teach all the 
Children to Write, who alſo Regilters the Names of all Chil- 
dren admitted and diſpoſed of, 'and keeps all the Accounts of 
the Houle. 

5- There is a School-Maſter, who Teaches all the Boys to 
Read, fay their Prayers and Catechiſm ; there are ſeveral 
other Perſons of ſeveral Trades, to Teach the Children ſeve- 
ral ſorts of Works, and bring them up therein. 

6. There is a Porter, who looks to all the Children at Play, . 
attends the Noor, and Rings the Bell to Prayers, Dinner and 
Supper. 

7. There is a Matron. or Houſe-keeper, who takes care 
for Proviſion to be brought into the Houſe, and Dreſling 
thereof, for the Family. 

8. There is an Afliftant to the Matron, who takes care of 
all the Childrens Cloaths, and bf the Beds and Sheets, that 
all be mended and kept in good Order. 

9. There 1s a School Miſtrils for the Girls, to Teach them 

tO Read, fay their Prayers and Catechiſm. 
10. Thereis a Semltreſs, who Teacheth all the Girls to 
Work, and make all the Linnen uſed in the Houſe. 

11, There is a Cook to Dreſs all Provitions according to 
the Matrons Order. 

12, There is a Landreſs alſo, belonging to the Houſe.

13. There is an old Nurſe, to take care of all Sick and 

Weak Children, this Nurſe hath her Afliſtants if need re- 
uires: 

2 14, There are ſeveral Women to look after the Chambers, 

to Waſh and keep Clean all the Lodgings, make the Beds, 

and to do other neceſſary Work there. 

15. The Books are conſtantly made up every firſt Thur /- 
day in every Month, and all Ofhcers and Tradeſmen, and 
others, who are concerned in the Houſe, are cleared off. 

16. There is allo a Regilter Book, kept to Regiſter the 
Names of all Worthy Perſons who {hall be BenefaCtors to 
this good Work, and the ſame laid by for a time, to put the 
Children out with it, to Trades, as they grow tit 3 and the 
Jaſtices of the Peace, once every year, at the Quarter Sef[1- 
ons, next after the Feaſt of the Birth of our Lord, yearly 
have conſtantly an Account thereof.

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A Propoſal for the better Education of Infents. 


Ltho many good ?. - viſions have been heretofore made 
by the Charity of well-diſpoſed Perſons, for the Main- 
tenance and Education of Youth: Yet no Convenience or 
Education hath yet been thought on, or taken care of, for 
poor Infants, who can leaſt provide for themſelves , or be 
provided for. 

For want whereof, many great Evils and Inconveniences 
are daily found, by the wilful and careleſs cauſing, or ſuffer- 
ing many Infants to perilh,or to Suck in wicked and debauch- 
ed Principles, to the Ruin, as'tis to be feared, often of their 
Souls, as well az Bodies. | 

Now for the remedying thereof, a General Nurſery, or 
Infantory, 1s recommended by His Majeſties Juſtices of the 
Peace, at the Quarter Scſſtons for Middleſex and Weſtminſler, 
to 
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to the Inhabitants therein, as by their Orders at their ſeve- 
ral Sefſhons may appear. 

And for that purpoſe, the Juſtices of the Peace of the 
County of Middleſex, have already diſpoſed of, and appro- 
priated a great publick Building, at Clerkenwel/ ( whoſe 


good Examples, 'tis hop'd, will ſoon be followed by others) 
and ſuch Orders and Proviſions are there already made, that 


Infants ſhall be there Received and Provoided for, with all 
manner of Neceſlaries, and be Taught to Read and Write, 
and be bred up 1n true Relizion and Virtue. 

And *tis ſuppoled , that when Perſons are ſatisfied of the 
great Conveniences and Advantages of this Infantory or 
Nurſery, many Charitable and Religious Perſons will be Li- 
beral BenefaCtors thereunto, whereby the Charge of the 
Maintenance and Educ-tion of the Pocr may be at leaſt eas'd, 
it rot wholly taken off. | 

But the Children ficſt brought in, mult firſt be provided 
for, out of ſuch Charities; | 

Thoſe who intend to give or leave any Sum of Money for 
the Proviſion of any Infant or Infants, may at the Houſe be 
very well ſatisfizd of the Fund of Land for the ſccuring there- 
of, ani for the putting out of ſuch Children, or providing 
for them, when and in ſuch way as (hall be thought for their 
Alvantage, or according to ſuch Directions as the Caarita- 
ble Benefaftors {hall direct. 

For 551. a Child will be wholly provided for, bred up, 
put forth Apprentice, and 10/4. given him, when out of his 
time, towards ſetting bim up, beſides the benefit of the 
Houſe. 

For 120. a Child will bz wholly provided for, bred up, 
put forth to a very good Trade, and have 1001. given him 
io {et vo withal, when out of bis Time. 

And according tothe Sum or Sums of Money, that ſhall 

e 91ven of Icft tor, or toward ſuch Charity, the ſame being

ſecured as above to their Satisfaction, the produd ſhall be 
accounted for yearly, to the Juſtice of the Peace, in your 
Michaelmas Quarter Seſſions, it no other Perſon or Perſons be 


appointed by ſuch Benefaqor, to Overſee, and take ſuch Ac- 


compt. 
The great Conveniences and Advantages by this Nurſery 
will be, 

1, To the Fatherleſs and Motherleſs. | 

2. To the Poor; the Trouble and Charge of Breeding up 
ſuch Infants, taking them much off from earning their Live - 
lihoods. 

3. Toall ſuchwhoſe Employments require, or cafe th: 1- 
Abſence from their Dwellings, as Scafarirg Men , uſers of 
Fairs and Markets, 

4. And to all ſuch as would not otherwiſe keep Houſes, 
unleſs it were for the Looking after, and Breeding up their 
Children. | 

Tt 18 alſo believed this Proviſion may prevent the great 
Trouble and Charge to all perſons, by Children left and laid 
in the ſeveral Pariſhes. 

Or that at leaſt it may eaſe the Pariſhes, and their Officers, 
in Providing for, and Breeding up of their Pariſh Children. 

And by this Education, we may be aſſured there will be 
better SubjcCts, better Maſters, and better Apprentices and 
Servants, for all perſons that ſhall need them. 

And as this good Work takes, many other Propoſals ſhall 
be made for the taking off, 'and wholly providing for In- 
fants, for ſmall ſums of Money, which ſhall be ſecured by 
certain and ſufficient Funds. 

The Rates propos'd for ſuch Maintenance and Education 
are, | 


Twenty Shillings Entrance, which is for new Cloaths and 
Bedding, 
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And 3s. a Week, for Meat, Drink, Cloaths, and all other 
things, for the future. 


The Days to receive them, are Thurſdays weekly, from Nine 
till Noon, at the Nurſery or Infantory at Clerkenwell, e>c. 

But the Place and Accommodation being ſo much approved of by all 
that ſee it, and the Confluence of People thither on thoſe days 
being great, for the greater eaſe and diſpatch to the buſineſs, 1t 
zs deſtred that all Perſons approving of the Ondertaking, will 
come and bring in their Childreu on the Mondays before , 
and leave the Name and Age of the Child with the Officer, 
who is appointed to attend there on thoſe days to that purpoſe. 

Note, That you may take the Child away at any time, when 
you have an Opportunity of a better Proviſion for it, and the 
new Cloaths with it.

their Quarter Seſſions, ordered a great part of the Corpora- 
tion- Workhouſe at Clerkenwell for their Reception, and the 
ſame is fitted up for that purpoſe, and excellent Rules and 
Methods are there taken for their Education in true Religion 
and Virtue; and the care thereof is committed to Sir Thomas 
Rowe Knight, one of His Maje(ties Juſtices of the Peace for 
the ſame County. And that the Benefits and Advantages 
thereby may be ſeen and found, for the putting the ſame in 
Practice ( having conſidered the Extent and Condition of 
the ſeveral Pariihes) they do hereby Ocder the Church- 
Wardens and Overſeers of the Poor in the ſeveral Pariſhes 
here undermentioned, on or before the 18th day of March 
next enſuing, to ſend the Proportion of Children hercatter 
ſpecified, out of ſuch Pariſh Children as they now have in 
theic reſpective Pariſhes.

The Juſtices of the Peace for the County of Mg. 
dl:ſ:x upon many Complaints taki g into their Con- 
ſidcration the looſe and evi] way of the breeding up 
of the poor Fatherlefs and Motherleis Children com- 
mitted to the publick Care, and that few or none 
came to good, did appropriate ſome part of their Cor- 
poration Work-houſe for their Reception, thar an 
Experiment might be made of a more regular method 
a1d better way for the breeding up, and diſpoſing of 
theſe poor Infants : 

And according as they found it good in Effet and 
Practice, either to diſſolve it, or carry on the ſame, 

To that purpoſe by their Order at their General 
Quarter Seſſions they appointed a ſma]l proportion 
out of every Pariſh to be ſent thither, that they might 
ſee whether the Propofals when put into practice were 
in themſelves good and advantageous for the publick ; 
and - Weſtminſter Seſſions made the like Order upon 
propolidg of it there. 

Now all the Pariſhes did comply with the ſaid Or- 
der, and do very much approve the ſame, but St. Cle- 
ment Danes, whole proportion being but 5 Children 
which charge would have amounted but to 2 5 6 d. per 


week more than now they pay, for that reaſon pr 
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did abſolutely rcfuſe to obey the Order of the Quar- 
ter Sc:{ſions, and would ſend none thither, tho they 
at diſcretion gave away 2708 /. 16 s£. 05 d. in the 7 
years, Upon which this Ocder was made. DE
